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Man, 27, is jailed for 
attacking court Judge

A MAN who attacked a judge 
and knocked off his wig has 
been jailed for 18 months. 

Fitness instructor Paul 
Graham, 27, of Quendon Place, 
Haverhill, was sentenced for 
contempt of court following 
the assault on Judge John 
Devaux at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Monday. 

He was held in cells at the 
court, before appearing for 
sentencing on Tuesday, 
dressed in a black vest and 
flanked by three security 
guards. 

Judge Devaux had just sen¬ 
tenced his brother, Philip 
Graham, 30, of the same 
address, to 30 months in pris¬ 
on for causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving, when Paul 
Graham left the public gallery 
and vaulted over a gate to get 
behind the judge’s bench. 

Paul Graham admitted being 
in contempt of court when he 
appeared before Judge David 
Goodin. 

The 27-year-old is an applied 
sports science graduate, who 
formerly worked as a personal 
trainer at a gym in Haverhill 
until about J6 months ago. 

Judge Goodin described how 
police officers in the case had 
restrained him, before leading 



him away. 

Richard Potts, mitigating, 
explained that his client did 
not accept he threw punches 
at Judge Devaux, but accepted 
there had been a struggle and 
that he had behaved in an 
intimidating manner. 

Mr Potts said: “He has 
instructed me to apologise 
unreservedly on his behalf. 

“He is a physically fit man 
and had he really wished to do 
real physical harm, there is no 
doubt he could have done so. 

“It was a spontaneous act 
borne out of high emotion. It 
was an outpouring of grief. 

“There is going to be a sub¬ 
stantial diminution in the 
family as a result of both 
brothers being in custody.” 

Judge Goodin said that the 


High Sheriff of Suffolk, Sir 
Edward Greenwell, and a local 
clergyman who had been sit¬ 
ting alongside Judge Devaux 
“did their best to bring the 
attack to an end”. 

He said: “When the judge 
had passed the inevitable sen¬ 
tence of imprisonment, you 
left the public gallery at speed, 
travelled down the side of the 
court very fast, vaulted over 
the wooden gate at the side of 
the bench, physically attacked 
Judge Devaux by punches 
which actually caused no 
physical injury. 

“That conduct was disrup¬ 
tive, insulting and intimidat¬ 
ing. It was a contempt of 
court.” 

He said: “We have in this 
country courts which are 
open to the public, but what 
you did was an attack on jus¬ 
tice, on the administration of 
justice, an attack on the rule of 
law. 

“Any violent physical attack 
on the judge or any member of 
court staff or officer of the 
court must be dealt with 
severely.” 

■ Philip Graham was found 
guilty of causing the death of 
father-of-two Derek Foster 
when his car hit the victim’s 
motorcycle in July last year.

When the couple took over in October, 
Alison got to work by making major 
changes to the building, staff and train¬ 
ing. 

Ross said: “Getting an outstanding 
grade from Ofsted is hard enough at any 
time. But to turn round a struggling 
nursery to outstanding in just eight 
months is an astonishing achievement. 
I’m really proud of her.” 

The inspection, which took place on 
May 21, judged the nursery as 
Outstanding in every area, with the only 
suggested improvement being to extend 
children’s outdoor learning and play by 
allowing them to move freely between 
the indoor and outdoor areas. 

Ofsted Inspector Sarah Clements sin¬ 


gled out the nursery’s provision of spec¬ 
tacular care for babies, as well as their 
dedication to providing healthy snacks 
and meals for nursery children.

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Driver, 30, jailed for 
causing fatal crash 


A DRIVER who killed a motorcy¬ 
clist in his car has been jailed for 
two-and-a-half years. 

Philip Graham, 30, of Quendon 
Place, Haverhill, was sentenced 
to 30 months in jail at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Monday, June 3. 

Graham, who pleaded not 
guilty to the charge of causing 
death by dangerous driving, was 
in his Ford Focus when he over¬ 
took another vehicle and collid¬ 
ed with a motorbike. 

Derek Foster, 37, of Winstanley 
Road, Saffron Walden was killed 
in the crash, which happened on 
the B1054 at Hempstead in July of 
last year. 

Officers from the Essex Police 
Serious Collision Investigation 
Unit discovered that the crash 
happened at a blind dip in the 
road. 

They said that Mr Foster had no 
time to react as the fast-moving 
car approached him on the 
wrong side of the road. 

Graham, who was found guilty 
by a jury earlier this year, has 
been banned from driving for 
three years and also ordered to 
take an extended driving test 
before getting back his licence.

Insp Keith Whiting, spoke of 
Graham’s actions on the day, 
saying that he decided to over¬ 
take at a point where he knew 
there was a dip in the road. 

This stopped him from seeing 
Mr Foster on approach. 

Insp Whiting said: “This sen¬ 
tence will give Mr Graham time 
to reflect on his actions last year 
and the impact those actions 
have had on Mr Foster’s family. 

“Mr Foster was travelling to 
work on his motorcycle having 


just said goodbye to his wife and 
two small girls. 

“This is another case where a 
person of previous good charac¬ 
ter faces prison having killed 
someone on the roads of Essex, I 
hope other drivers take notice of 
these tragic events, take more 
care on the road and show the 
right level of considerations to 
other road users, including driv¬ 
ers, riders and pedestrians. 

“Our thoughts remain with 
Rachael Foster and her family.” 


Graham, an employment con¬ 
sultant, claimed that he had not 
been hurrying as he drove from 
his home in Haverhill to Audley 
End station to catch a train to 
work in London on the day of the 
collision. 

Graham Brown, defending, 
told the court on Monday that 
since his conviction, the 30-year- 
old was a “changed character” 
who had not tried to minimise 
his actions and acknowledged 
the seriousness of the offence. 

Sentencing him, Judge John 
Devaux said: “You knew the road 
well as you used it daily and 
there was light rain which 
demanded extra caution and not 
less. 

“Nothing this court can do can 
restore the position to before 
that day in July last year.” 

After Judge Devaux passed the 
sentence, Graham’s brother Paul 
Graham, 27, leapt from the pub¬ 
lic gallery and assaulted the 
judge, pulling at his robes and 
knocking off his wig. 

He was detained by court secu¬ 
rity and held in the cells over¬ 
night. He was sentenced to 18 
months in jail for contempt of 
court on Tuesday.

Police chief to focus on speeding

A fire station looking for more numbers 
invited Weekly News reporter ADAM LUKE 
along to get a feel for the job and he found 
the various drills a lot tougher than they 
look. 


currently home to station 
commander Steve Elve and 
his team of 10 on-call 
firefighters - all of whom 
must live within five miles 
of the station. 

But the close-knit team 
needs another eight men or 
women as fully-trained 
professionals, saving lives in 
their communities 
alongside their day jobs and 
home lives, to take their 
number to the optimum 
level. 

Lee Allen is currently 
watch commander and 
when not receiving an alert 
on his pager is an 
electrician, living in The 
Grove, Linton. 

The 38-year-old said: “We 
have a great team here with 
four new recruits but our 
aim is to build up our 
availability. 

“If we have a full crew 
available - a minimum of 
four with the correct skill 
sets - then we can respond 
to emergencies around the 
clock. 

“But if not, then crews 
have to attend from the 
nearest station where that is 
the case.” 

As part of my taster I was 
first kitted up by Steve and 
lined up with my colleagues 
for the night. 

Architect Alan Baker 
quipped: “We dressed for 


the occasion. You could 
have had a shave!” 

First up was a look in the 
fire engine, before picking 
up increasingly heavy hose 
reels and dashing across the 
yard with them towards the 
‘fire’ to roll them out. 

Steve said: “That’s okay 
but I really wouldn’t carry 
that between your legs.” 

Noted. 

Next up was the chance to 
spray water at various 
pressures which was a lot of 
fun, but things became 
more serious when I was 
given a talk about road 
traffic collisions. 

The majority of calls the 
Linton crew attends are car 
crashes, not fires. Last 
month these firefighters 
were called to West 
Wratting where Bradley 
Gamble, 20, had died in his 
Honda Civic. 

Alan said: “There are 
difficult times in this job 
but all you can do is do 
everything you can to save 
lives. 


“We also support each 
other very well and there is 
a real bond between us all.” 

I was shown how to smash 
a car window in no more 
than a second and I had a go 
at cutting off a car door. 

Seeing and hearing about 
the need for such specialist 
cutting equipment 
firsthand was certainly a 
sobering experience. 

I was then led back into 
the station where Seb Croot 
suited me up with a gas 
mask and cylinder. 

As I firstly breathed in 
normal air through a vent 
and then oxygen from the 
canister - a bizarre 
sensation for someone who 
has never been scuba diving 
-1 chatted to the 27-year-old 
about why he became an 
on-call firefighter nine 
months ago. 

He said: “My wife is 
training to be a midwife 
and I left my previous job to 
look after the kids. 

“I decided to apply here to 
do something that I could fit 


around being a house- 
husband and it works great. 

I was welcomed and made 
to fit in straight away. 

“It is also great to give 
something back to the 
community, of which we are 
a big part.” 

On-call crew members are 
asked to provide times 
when they will available for 
service at evening, daytime 
or weekends. They receive 
an annual wage to reflect 
the time they commit plus 
additional payments for 
attending drill nights and 
incidents. 

Steve said: “People won’t 
know whether it is for them 
until they try it. Come along 
to the open day, have a chat 
with the crew and we can 
talk through the 
requirements. 

“I have had some really 
good times in this job -1 
have done things and seen 
things and been places I 
would never have 
otherwise.” 

The evening ended for me 
with a climb of the ladder 
and then a nice cuppa.

Dismay over empty 
shop in Jubilee Walk 


AN EMPTY shop in the thick of 
Haverhill’s shopping area is disappoint¬ 
ing shoppers throughout the town. 

The abandoned unit on Jubilee Walk, 
which was formerly the Co-op until it 
closed in 2011, has been branded a waste 
of space by local shoppers who are sad to 
see another premises fall by the wayside. 

The building, which is owned by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, is 
leased to the Co-op but the current lease 
is not due to end until 2076. 

Town clerk Will Austin said local peo¬ 
ple were fed up that the empty shop has 
not yet been put into use. 

He said: “The Co-op say they are 
actively marketing the building.I have 
written to them on a number of occa¬ 
sions recently to ask about progress. In 
March they told me that they were in 
negotiation with a national retail opera¬ 
tor. 

“They also said they had previously 
had the premises under offer to two food 
national operators and two national dis¬ 
count operators but ultimately they 
rejected the site.”

It is thought that a main problem dis¬ 
couraging buyers from the site is the lack 
of free parking for shoppers.

He said empty units were “exactly what 
the area does not need”, especially at a 
time when everything was being done to 
revitalise Haverhill’s High Street.

ing the derelict premises. The old Co-op 
was connected to the high volume 
stores, and connected them with the 
high street. 

“We need people walking past the 
shops.” 

A spokesperson for the Co-operative 
Estates said the premises on Jubilee 
Walk were currently undergoing work to 
repair damage caused by vandals, both 
inside and outside the shop unit. 

The said: “In the past there has been 
considerable interest in the premises 
and we are currently in negotiations 
with a national operator interested in 
acquiring it.” 

A council spokesperson, who explained 
local support is key for new businesses, 
said: “Thriving town centres are part 
and parcel of our top priority of ensuring 
economic growth. 

“Haverhill’s high street has much to 
offer local shoppers and we are working 
with all our partners to encourage more 
people to support these businesses, for 
example with free after three on Fridays 
car parking.”

Patient Choice at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital 

Debbie Morgan’s job as Director 
of Commissioning has put her into 
a key position regarding the sub¬ 
ject of patient choice at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

She did manage to avoid the sear¬ 
ing heat of raw political controver¬ 
sy provoked by the mere mention 
to some people, of modification to 
the NHS, by outlining changes 
recently made in the management 
structures affecting patients and 
health professionals in the area of 
Cambridge and West Suffolk cov¬ 
ered by “NHS England”, however, 
in these early days of change, she 
lacked the conviction of benefits 
actually achieved, but did throw 
some important light on the effi¬ 


cient use of new resources availa¬ 
ble to health professionals for the 
primary benefit of every patient in 
the system. 

Debbie started working at 
Addenbrooke’s in 1993 as a Psycho 
Geneticist and has seen a good few 
structural changes there, on aver¬ 
age a re-organisation every seven 
years as clinical services increased. 
Under the new scheme, largely for¬ 
mulated by Health Secretary, 
Andrew Lansley, the Clinical 
Commissioning Groups (CCGs) 
work closely with patients and GPs 
to provide comprehensive medical 
care, and social after-care to 
reverse escalating, non-integrated, 
caring costs, and this should be 
seen to provide a ’’Better, Fitter and 
Smarter” care profile for patients. 

A show of hands confirmed that 
most of us had had treatment at 
Addenbrooke’s at some time, and 
Debbie was asked to answer a vari¬ 
ety of questions relating to people’s 
experiences. 

A number of disturbing anec¬ 
dotes emerged indicating that 
“Book and choose” and other pro¬ 


cedures have yet to be understood 
for them to run as smoothly as 
envisaged by “NHS England”. 
Complex issues requiring individ¬ 
ual solutions will require a great 
deal of dedicated good-will cou¬ 
pled with continuing professional¬ 
ism. 

The next meeting, on a lighter 
note, will be a talk by Chris Grady 
about the Theatre Royal in Bury St 
Edmunds. New members will be 
especially welcomed at the Arts 
Centre on 25 June starting at 10.30 
am.

Town’s new mayor 
gets ready for work 


HAVERHILL’S new mayor and deputy 
mayor are ready to get down to business 
as they begin their 12-month service to 
the town. 

Town councillors elected Cllr Roger 
Andre as mayor and Cllr Maureen Byrne 
as his deputy at the ceremonial mayor 
making on Tuesday, May 28. 

Cllr Andre told the Weekly News that 
the new positions have not been taken 
up lightly.

Cllr Byrne also served as mayor in 2011. 

Town clerk Will Austin praised the 
appointments and said that he too, 
would be working hard alongside the 
mayor and deputy. 

He said: “I am pleased to see that two 
very hard-working local councillors 
have been elected as mayor and deputy 
mayor of Haverhill. 

“I look forward to working closely with 
them both over the next year and push¬ 
ing forward some of the issues we still 
need to address. 

“We need to focus on the future of the 
high street to be able to achieve improve¬ 
ments for Haverhill.” 

The mayor told how the declining high 
street and surrounding shopping area is 
a serious problem and concern to resi¬ 
dents of the town.

Cllr Andre explained that the view of 
empty shops is an off-putting one, and 
something that is encouraging more 
visitors to the high volume supermar¬ 
kets as opposed to smaller local retailers 

He said: “I am enthusiastic for the 
development of Haverhill town centre as 
a popular shopping venue. 

“The success of our town centre is vital 
for the planned growth of our town and 
for the opportunities it provides for our 
young people - not least the employ¬ 
ment and training opportunities. 

“Our High Street is coping with chang¬ 
es in retail expectations more success¬ 
fully than many others - nevertheless 
there is more we can do as a community 
to support our local services.” 

The mayor has chosen his charities for 
the next 12 months and has revealed to 
the Weekly News that three projects will 
be receiving funds this year. 

REACH Community Project Haverhill 
Loodbank will receive 50 per cent of the 
money, while Lamp’H and Gateway, who 
provide opportunities for people with 
disablities, will receive 25 per cent each.

the box and I’m doing the 
petition to highlight that 
fact. We definitely need a 
new railway of some sort 
because the roads strug¬ 
gled with 10,000 people 
and it’s now 27,000 people. 

“It’s a big dose of housing 
and nothing much more 
than that.” 

The councillor contin¬ 
ued to say that UKIP gain¬ 
ing two of the three coun¬ 
ty seats in Haverhill is a 
sign of winds of change. 

Cllr Brown said; “One of 
the reasons we got voted 
in is that people are pretty 
fed up with the way that 
the town has been going 
for quite a long time.”

Man admits stealing 
laptops from school 


A BUILDING worker who stole 
six laptop computers from a 
school has been given a sus¬ 
pended sentence at Ipswich 
Crown Court.

building work. Three of the lap¬ 
tops, worth an estimated £1,806 
altogether, have still not been 
recovered. 

fudge David Goodin said: “I 
have about as much sympathy for 
you as you had for your victims; 
your victims being the children 
returning from their holidays to 
find your dishonesty.” 

Hazel and Oakley were sen¬ 
tenced to six months in prison, 


suspended for two years, and 
each has each been ordered to 
complete 180 hours of unpaid 
community work. They must 
also pay £903 compensation to 
the school and £200 towards the 
cost of the prosecution. 

Hazel, of Weir Place, Kirton, 
near Felixstowe, pleaded guilty 
to the burglary while Oakley, of 
St Mary’s Crescent, Felixstowe, 
pleaded guilty to handling stolen 
property. 

Roger Thomson, mitigating, 
said Hazel, who had dyslexia and 
attention deficit hyperactivity 
disorder, had been “opportunis¬ 
tic” when he decided to take the 
computers.

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Big spender, 23, 
ends up in prison 

He stole £ 28 k from employer 


FAILURE to comply with a 
suspended sentence has 
landed a big spender some 
jail time. 

Joseph Dacus, 23, stole 
more than £28,000 from 
Cash Converters in 2012 so 
he could keep up with the 
spending habits and costly 
lifestyle of his friends. 

The 23-year-old, of 
Westward Deals, Kedington, 
pleaded guilty to theft from 
an employer last December 
and was handed a 16-month 
prison sentence suspended 
for two years, on the condi¬ 
tion he completed 200 hours 
of unpaid work. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
that Dacus completed only 
28 hours of his required time, 
and also failed to keep 
appointments with the pro¬ 
bation service. 

During Dacus’ court 
appearance last year, investi¬ 
gators revealed that he was 
spending more than he 
earned on taxi fares from his 
home to the job, in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

It also emerged that he had

failed to record the true price 
he obtained for items sold by 
Cash Converters and had 
pocketed the difference. 

Judge John Devaux sen¬ 
tenced Dacus to 14 months in 
prison, after taking into 
account the unpaid work the 
23-year-old had completed. 

He said the 23-year-old was 
responsible for his own pre¬ 
dicament. 

Duncan O’Donnell, defend¬ 
ing, told the court that Dacus 
had moved into a shared 
house for the first time and 
had tried to keep pace with 
the spending of others. 

He had spent the money on 
socialising with friends, buy¬ 
ing designer clothes and jew¬ 
ellery. 

Mr O’Donnell said: “He 
simply could not afford that 
lifestyle. 

“He is a young man who has 
stumbled into criminality of 
this nature without realising 
the seriousness of what he 
was doing.”

Be aware of the 
dangers of alcohol 


John Newton believes he was addicted to alcohol after his very 
first drink - aged just 14. It dominated his life for years to come 
but, just as his body was about to give out, rehab saved him. 

The recovering alcoholic has just written his second book on the 
subject - and says addiction to alcohol is far more prevalent than 
we think. 


H ELLO, my name is John and I’m 

an alcoholic. These are words that 
are spoken countless times every 
day in AA meetings all over the planet. 
What is an alcoholic? The answer varies 
depending on where you look, but one 
of the most popular definitions is: A 
person who drinks alcoholic substances 
habitually and to excess or who suffers 
from alcoholism.’ 

The World Health Organisation 
estimates there to be some 140 million 
alcoholics worldwide - and that alcohol 
is the world’s third largest risk factor for 
premature death. 

I think that this is probably an 
underestimate. Why? Because of the 
incalculable number of people who, as 
you read this, are alcohol-dependent 
and don’t even know it. You may be one 
of them, I know I was. 

Even when I began to realise I had 
a problem with alcohol I didn’t stop 
drinking. 

As my alcoholism progressed and 
started to have major effects on my life, 
my health and my finances, and I began 
to encounter the medical profession, 
hospitals, detox units and rehabs 
because of it, I still didn’t stop drinking. 

I didn’t stop because I refused to believe 
I was an alcoholic. This is common 
among all addicts. The notion that we 
can quit whenever we like - that there is 
really nothing wrong with the way we are 
behaving - is what kills so many of us. 

If you are somebody who needs a 
drink every night when you get home 
after a hard day at work, because you 
find yourself unable to relax without 
it, then you are probably alcohol- 
dependent. The amount you drink is 
really irrelevant. If you need it then you 
are dependent. 

You don’t have to be on a park bench 
on Jesus Green, Cambridge, in a dirty 
raincoat with a bottle or a can hidden in 
your pocket, to be alcohol dependent. 
Most alcoholics are not found on the 
streets, but at home with a couple of 
six packs or a bottle of wine to unwind 


in the evening. Between 70 and 80 per 
cent of all addicts get up and go to work 
every day; they are not homeless, in jail 
or destitute. Anyone can become alcohol 
dependent and not only wouldn’t you 
know it, neither would they. 

Alcoholism is subtle and insidious; 
it creeps up on you like a thief in the 
night and takes everything you have and 
everything you are. The chances are you 
won’t even see it coming and by the time 
you do figure it out, your life will already 
be spiralling out of control. 

Some people call alcoholism a disease 
(it was officially recognised as such 
by the American Medical Association 
in 1991) and others think there may 
be a gene responsible for addictive 
behaviour. Wouldn’t that be nice? Yet 
more excuses for all the alcoholics and 
drug users to fall back on. 

Lor me, the jury is still out on these 
issues. Although we addicts like to think 
we are not responsible for our own 
addictions, in the cold light of day and 
with the benefit of years of sobriety, I 
firmly believe that we are. 

Nobody poured the booze down my 
neck. Nobody held a gun to my head and 
forced me to consume large amounts of 
alcohol on a daily basis for the majority 
of my adult life. I and I alone did that. I 
drank too much for too long and I got 
addicted - that’s the only truth I know. 

The World Health Organisation 
estimates that 2.5 million people die 
worldwide as a direct result of alcohol. 
That is far more than all the deaths from 


all other drugs put together. It is said 
that alcoholism is the only ‘disease’ that 
convinces the sufferer that they don’t 
have it and while I’m not convinced 
about the term ‘disease’, the rest is 
definitely true. 

When alcoholism is approaching 
its terrible worst, what the alcoholic 
really wants more than anything are 
two things. The first is to be normal, 
to be able to drink with impunity like 
everybody else. The second is to have 
alcohol do to him what it does to others, 
to make him merry and jolly. 

Neither of these things is possible, 
nor will ever be possible again for the 
alcoholic. But many will pursue them in 
a vain effort to relive all the good times 
they had with alcohol; some people 
will pursue them all the way to death 
itself. If not checked, then alcoholism 
is always fatal, it is a terminal condition 
as deadly as any cancer. The only way 
out is complete abstinence. I am now 
in my tenth year of sobriety, but I 
remain an alcoholic. I can never drink 
alcohol again if I wish to stay well. When 
writing about alcoholism I will always 
emphasize this point. Alcoholism is 
for life, there is no cure, only a reprieve 
one day at a time. It is so important to 
understand this point. Too many people 
will spend a considerable amount 
of time in sobriety and come to the 
conclusion they are cured. I did it many 
times only to find my life disappear back 
down the proverbial pan once again.

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POWERFUL DRUG: John Newton says binge drinking is especially dangerous. 


Alcoholic's Tale, published three years 
ago, tells of alcoholism at its miserable 
final stages. It tells of the darkness 
and despair that alcoholism brings; of 
demon hallucinations and of debilitating 
sickness. 

My second - and most recent - book, 
Roaring Drunk: An Idiot's Guide 
on Becoming an Alcoholic, is 
possibly more important 
because it tells how I 
got there. It describes 
a series of events 
picked at random 
throughout my life 
which maybe should 
have rung some very 
loud alarm bells for 
me, but unfortunately 
didn’t. From the age of 
14, when I had my first 
drink of alcohol, to the 
age of 50, when I entered 
rehab for the last time, it 
describes patterns of behaviour 
and ways of thinking that led me on a 
path of self-destruction that I didn’t see 
coming until it was almost too late. 

The main purpose of the book is to 
show that actually, there was nothing too 
unusual about the way I was behaving. 
Many people I knew were doing the 
same thing. In the pub every night, 
drinking to excess on a daily basis, yet 
functioning; going to work with nothing 
more than the occasional hangover and 
thinking there was nothing wrong with 
this behaviour. 

The thing that frightens me now is 
the huge number of potential alcoholics 
that are out there as I’m sitting typing 
this piece. They may be in the pub every 
night or binge-drinking enormous

quantities of alcohol at the weekend, 
doing untold damage to their bodies and 
brains and heading down the exact same 
path that I and many others travelled - 
to find ourselves in the depths of despair 
that only an addict knows. 

Alcohol is a powerful and dangerous 
drug. Don’t make the mistake of 
thinking that just because it 
is legal and easy and cheap 
to get hold of that it is 
, safe. It is not. It can ruin 
your life and the lives 
of those who love you 
just as easily as any 
Class A drug. Binge¬ 
drinking is especially 
dangerous and is 
r linked to many life 
threatening conditions 
f such as stroke, cirrhosis, 
cardiovascular disease and 
alcohol poisoning as well as 
w other disturbing conditions 
like foetal alcohol syndrome, 
unwanted pregnancy or injuries 
and death caused by fighting or car 
accidents. 

In all my writings and other projects, 
despite popular belief, I don’t want to 
spoil anybody’s good time. If you enjoy 
alcohol and you drink it sensibly then 
good luck to you. I just want people 
to be aware of the dangers and treat 
alcohol with the respect it deserves. 

If you don’t, then it will come back to 
bite you one day. Just because you can 
walk into a pub or any corner shop or 
supermarket and buy it with ease does 
not, in my opinion, make it any less 
dangerous than any other drug. 

So please take care out there - 
and be aware of what you are drinking.

THE chief executive of a Suffolk 
children’s charity which works 
to unite children with parents 
at Highpoint prison has warned 
that more work needs to be done 
across the county to protect vul¬ 
nerable families and children. 

Geoff Prescott, pictured, who is 
leaving Ormiston Children & 
Families Trust after just under 
four years, spoke highly of the 
organisation’s work in support¬ 
ing children and young people 
from disadvantaged communi¬ 
ties. 

Mr Prescott thinks that 
Ormiston is working from every 
angle to meet the unmet needs 
of children and parents who are 
undervalued up and down the 
country. 

He said: “When I joined 
Ormiston it was evident that the 
UK culturally and practically 
undervalued our children. 

“We have the wealth, education 
and infrastructure to make this

into one of the best places in the 
world to be a child. 

“Yet four years on and after a 
change of government, children 
and parenting is still at the bot¬ 
tom of the pile.” 

In Suffolk, the charity is work¬ 
ing hard to make life easier for 
young people and families who 
have relatives in prison by run¬ 


ning a workshop in HMP 
Highpoint, Stradishall. 

The trust runs special children 
and family visits which allow 
young ones to spend quality 
time playing and bonding with 
their relatives, as well as offering 
family liaison services and an 
innovative ‘Stories with Dad’ 
scheme. 

This gives fathers the chance to 
read and record stories on to 
DVDs to send home to their chil¬ 
dren, so they can still have a 
bedtime story from dad. 

Mr Prescott believes this and 
other projects run by the charity 
are what set Ormiston apart. 

He said: “That really has been 
the highlight of my time here: 
working for an organisation 
where everyone is committed to 
making the world a better place, 
and everyone is here because 
they too believe the work that we 
do is so worthwhile.”

A BLEND of folk, gospel, pop-rock 
and R&B rolls through the tough 
subject matter of Tony Award¬ 
winning musical Parade.
